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Florida Sheriff Talks Mob 
Out of Taking 2 Negroes 


TAVARES, Fla—(AP)—A Florida sheriff told of “talk- 


ing pretty fast” to disperse a 


mob of about 100 armed men 


who came to take two Negroes from his jail. 


Sheriff W. V. McCall had ar- 
tested the two men on an open 
charge in connection with the rob- 
bery of a white man and the kid- 
Haping and subsequent attack on 
his wife early Saturday. 

McCall said he expected trouble 
and had moved the Negroes to 
another jail before the mob ar- 
Fived Saturday night. 

The sheriff said the men who 
marched to the jail were armed 
“to the gills.” 

“But I knew them all,” he added. 
“and they were sober, reasonable 
fellows. 

“I sat on the steps in front of 
the jail and talked fast. I told 
them I had a job to do and had to 
protect my prisoners. I explained 
I couldn’t tell them where the 
Negroes had been taken. After 


The Negroes were taken into 
custody for questioning after a 
Groveland, Fla., man told police 
four Negroes beat and robbed him 
and then kidnaped his wife. 


Returning to Groveland where it | 


had originally formed Saturday 
night, the mob drove through the 
‘Negro section and fired several 


times into a Negro cafe, said to 
belong to the father of one of the’ 


suspects in the case. A 
asleep in the building was unhurt.

CANTON, China—(P)}—The Na- 
tionalist military news agency re-| 
Ported last night that strong Com- 
munist forces had started a drive 
*pparently aimed toward Chang- 
sha, Central China stronghold 400 
miles north of Canton. 


This might signal the end of 
the lull on the Centra! hina 
civil war front for about two 
months.

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They Will Press for More 


We don’t think many Georgians missed 
the significance of a paragraph in M. L. 
St. John’s story in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion about the special session of the Legis- 
lature which opens this morning. 


Mr. St. John reported that “Heads of 
the State Highway Department and Wel- 
fare Department joined heads of the Schoo! 
and Health Department in declaring they 
would appreciate the proposed help—but 
adding that they would need still more 
help at the January session.” 


Is there any clearer indication needed 
that the Legislature will merely plug the 
dike with putty? Even before the special 
session convenes department heads look to 
the regular session—for more. 

Old-age pension requests are flooding 
into the Welfare Department at the rate 
of 1,000 a month. Georgia already has the 
highest proportionate number of pension- 
ers in the nation with the exception of 
Louisiana. 

Before he resigned as Welfare Director, 
Jack Forrester attempted to cope with the 
pension situation by drafting more strin- 
gent rules, chief among which was a pro- 
vision that no one was eligible for a pen- 
s10n who had children or close relatives 
able to take care of him. Under these 
regulations he annouriced that 15,000 were 
drawing pensions who were ineligible.

Additional money expected from the 
special session will grant teachers a raise 
of about 10 percent. The Minimum Foun- 
dation Program, to which the Georgia Edu- 
cation Association and the Department of 
Education have pledged their undying sup- 
port, calls for raises of an average of 40 
percent.

Doctors For Rural Communities 


In Kansas they are trying a new plan 
to attract young physicians to rural areas. 
It promises to work well, with both the 
young doctors and the rural communities 
benefiting. 

Kansas’ problem is not greatly differ- 
ent from Georgia’s. In 1906, with a popu- 
lation of about 1,500,000, Kansas had 2,732 
practicing physicians. Today, with nearly 
2,000,000 population, the number of doctors 
has dropped to 1,900. | 

And, as in Georgia, the voung physi- 
cians are flocking to the cities. In rural 
Kansas 77 percent of the doctors are over 
50 years old. In the cities the percentage 
is only 43 percent. 

To start the new program the Kansas 
Legislature appropriated $3,800,000 to the 
medical school to enable it to expand its 
facilities so as to graduate 100 physicians 
annually. Also, of course, the operating 


budget was increased.

Then Kansas rural communities were 
encouraged to put up the necessary funds 
to establish a medical office, complete with 
the most modern equipment. After a trial 
the young doctor would be allowed to re- 
pay the community—over a long period. 
Thus, a chief drawback to a young physi- 
clan starting out in a rural region—expen- 
sive equipment—is eliminated. The doctor 
gets his office without the necessity of a 
big capital investment. The community 
géts its doctor.

To many of Sen. Taft's Republican friends 
his open opposition to the treaty was a source 
of great disappointment, for the reason that 
they had hoped to see him given the party's 
presidential nomination in 1952. Now, even 
if he is returned to the Senate for another 
term. he will be plastered with the label of 
isolationism and this will seriously injure 
his chances of capturing the party nomina- 
tion three years hence. 


Republicans have gone a long ways toward 
changing their views on foreign policy since the 
historic League of Nations fight after World 
War I. Leaders of the party, especially in the 
great coastal States, have become strong inter- 
nationalists. Only im certain sections of the 
Middle West does isolationist sentiment remain. 

Hente it was that Sen. Taft's decision to op- 
pose the North Atlantic Treaty, binding the West- 
ern democracies to stand together against ag- 
gression, was a shoék to his friends. With Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, conceded to be 
eut of the running so far as any future presi- 
dential prospects are concerned, the Ohio Sena- 
tor might have loomed as the party’s most 
formidable candidate in 1952, if he got past the 
hurdle of next year’s congressional elections.

Administration forces lost their fight for re- 
neal of the law by only a few votes in the Sen- 
ate In the House the margin was so narrow 
that neither side won a clear-cut victory, the 
labor bill being recommitted in the end. 

Thus, organized labor will be out in the next 
election to win over enough seats in both cham- 
bers to reverse the situation. If Sen. Taft could 
be defeated, that would be a great moral victory 
for the labor group, since he is regarded as the 
head and horns of the labor opposition. 


It promises to be a spirited contest in Ohio, 
one which will probably overshadow all 
others in the off-year election. At the moment. 
it is not yet clear whom the Democrats may 
name to oppose Taft. Gov. Lausche, the pres- 
ent Democratic incumbent, had been looked 
on as a possibility, but recently he announced 
that he definitely would not be a candidate. 


Opponents of the Senator may be relied upon, 
however, to center on a strong man and an ample 
campaign chest will be provided. Labor is pre- 
pared to go to any extreme necessary to this 
end, being well heeled with funds which are 
available for this purpose. Nor will Sen. Taft 
be lacking in financial backing, either. 

»The outcome may well determine Sen. Taft's 
political future. If he loses, of course, he will 
be wiped out as a presidential possibility in 1952. 
On the other hand, if he should come through 
with a whopping majority, he would enhance 
his standing in the party. In 1944, when he last 
was up for election, he managed to squeeze 
through by a close margin—only about 16,000 
majority out of several million votes cast.

Screws, Bolts and World Trade 


(From the Magazine, Freedom and Unton) 


At the National Bureau of Standards, Washington, D. C., eight

Bureau of Standards, looked on 

action, seemingly slight, was promptly 
engineers and industrialists as the 
most advanced single step taken since war's 
end to assure long-run savings in production 
costs. And it focuses attention on the littlereal- 
ized impact of standardization in the lives of 
people everywhere. 

3roadly considered, standardization is the 
foundation of industrial strength and general ma- 
terial wealth. Consider, for instance, the effect 
on total production in the United States if each 
manufacturer of a complex product adopted a 
policy. of having all component parts different 
from the parts of other products. 

The industrial might of the United States 
would be a myth were it not for the achieve- 
ment of a high degree of parts standardization. 

And this adds to your comfort and conven- 
lence as an individual, too. Think a moment about 
the many items which have become standardized 
in the United States: sizes of bed mattresses and 
springs, house door sizes, electric lamp bases, 
automatic pencil lead, map’ symbols, radio tubes, 
supply voltage for homes, railroad track gauge, 
traffic control signals, and so on. 

But at the international level the picture is 
different. Take, for instance, the complications 
arising out of the nonstandardization of the 
screw thread. 

British industry has been using a screw thread 
having an angle of 55 degrees and a thread form 
with rounded crests and roots. American manu- 
facturing has been based on a screw thread with 
a 60-degree angle and flat crests and roots. Cana- 
dian industry, trying to trade with both British 
and United States industry, has had to use both 
standards. 

Since threads were not 
changeable in the countries, the manufacturing 
nation had to supply and distribute such parts 
along with the equipment.it wished to market 
in a foreign area. The purchaser was always un- 
easy about the availability of parts. 

During the two World Wars, it was a matter 
of life or death to supply parts.

Now the unification agreement. provides for 
a standard screw thread with a 60-degree angle 
and a rounded root for the threads. The crest of 
the thread may be flat as preferred in the United 
States. or rounded as preferred in Britain. 

The standardization Wil mean extensive, 
though not complete, interchangeability9 of 
threaded parts. But the three governments and 
the national standardization organizations—the 
British Standards Institution, the Canadian 
Standards Association, and the American Stand- 
ards Association—will carry on @gontinuing pro- 
grams in these and in-related fields. 

It is expected that the transition to the new 
standard by industry within each nation will be 
completed in the next few years. 

Because almost all mechanisms and structures 
of modern technologic societies are held together 
by fasteners—bolts, nuts, screws, rivets—the unl- 
fication of screw thread standards should greatly 
facilitate international trade. The citizens of three 
free nations will mutually profit. 

The unified system of screw threads is ex- 
pected to be extended to other English-speaking 
nations and work will continue on developiffg 
standards. Some fundamental measurements 
such as units of time, azimuth and electricity 
have already been standardized throughout the 
world.

money are urgently needed. The latter holds 
greater promise of benefit than any other but is 
impractical without political union. 

Free men have long known how to co-operate 
for their benefit through standardization on a 
national scale. They are now learning how to 
increase the benefits through standardization on 
an international scale 

If they can also quickly learn tbat union with 
other nations of free men will facilitate interna 
tional standardization, there may vet be inau 
gurated, within our lifetime, a new era of 
industrial progress

‘Big Steel’ and Taft-Hartley 


WASHINGTON—Occasionally motives are suddenly revealed, unconsciously 
and unwittingly, as when someone blurts out the hidden purpose in his mind 


before he can catch himself, before he has taken time to think.

7 bs this sort is suggested in the initial refusal of steel’s big three—U. S. Steel, Beth- 
Me ob lehem and Republic—to accept President Truman’s proposal for voluntary arbitra- 


tion of their dispute with the Steelworkers’ Union. 


Instead,*big steel insisted upon the letter of 


the Taft-Hartley Act with its injunction procedure to stop a strike, though other smaller units of 
the industry acquiesced immediately and big steel itself finally came around. 


Big steel’s attitude served to recall the charge 
so often made by labor that the real purpose be- 
hind the Taft-Hartley Act and its injunctive wea- 
pon was to cripple and hamstring labor, and even- 
tually to crush unionism. Labor contended that 
such an aim and such an effort would become very 


clear in event of a depression when conditions 


naturally would make unions weaker and ‘less 
able to defend themselves. 


Big steel’s attitude in this case created sus- 
picions and provoked criticism. It is often re- 
ferred to in our industrial setup as “the 
leader,” because of its power and influence 
and its ramification into all sorts of other 
industry and finance, much of which is de- 
pendent on it. Its current example of lead- 
ership and stewardship certainly does not 
appear enlightened. 


It brought a severe stricture from one recog- 
nized expert and authority on labor relations, 
Sen. Morse, Republican, Oregon. The Sena- 
tor, a member of the War Labor Board and a 
foe of the Taft-Hartley Act, said big steel’s atti- 
tude showed that what it wants is “an auto- 
matic injunction.” 

“IT think the position of Fairless (Benjamin 
F, Fairless, President, U. S. Steel) and his co- 
horts is a demonstration of how big industry 
seeks to use the Taft-Hartley Act to break strikes 
and unions,” he said. “What his position amounts 
to is urging that industry should be allowed to 
create its own national emergency by refusing 
peaceful procedures for settling of disputes and 
thus to use the Taft-Hartley Act to break strikes 
with an injunction. 

“The American people are not going to be 
fooled by this repetition of big steel’s anti-labor 
tactics.”

For years, Frankfurter had been getting away 
with a clever little scheme to pack the Govern- 
ment of the United States with people of a mind 
and politics agreeable to his own.

Mail Call Best 
Part of Job

The mail that comes to the desk of a 
, : columnist is the best part of the job. Let 
some accident befall the mailman and the day stretches 
bleak indeed, and certainly the charming tones of the tele- 
phone can do nothing to lift the sodden spirits of the lone- 
some conductor. 

Now, of course, all of the correspondence is not delightful, but 
much Of it is, and more than that, it is flavorful and reminiscent 
and honest. And it is challenging of thought and action. That is 
usually why it is written, to whip someone into alertness where they 
are now apathetic. 

For example, a letter last- week will send many to the side of 
the old ladies at the Confederate Home or Battle Hill Haven, not 
with money or contributions, but with companionship, and that is 
what the writer hoped for. 

It said: 


“Dear Mrs. Lockerman: 


“Now that I have a little friend (86 years old) at the Con- 
federate Home, I go out quite frequently, and have often 
taken a car full of these old ladies to ride. They forget their 
age and are as happy as school girls ... happy to see the 
changes, to visit an old friend for a few minutes, to ride 
through town and see the stores, or out in the country 
to see the beautiful trees and flowers. The nurses help them 
in and out of the car and they all have a wonderful time, 
but my heart aches for the others who want so much to go, too. 

“Many of the ladies here (and 'm sure it is true of the 
County Home and others) have not been away from the 
place, not even to the church, for years. Kind people have 
religious and patriotic services there, which are most appre- 
ciated, but they are lonely and need a little brightness and 
beauty in their lives. Some of them are so eager to talk 
that they almost clutch your arm as you start to leave. 

“I have thought often of what I should like to do for 
others if I were rich, but I see now it is not,money or mate- 
rial things they need. It is I... you, your time, your car. 
We all expect a merciful Father to take care of us and be 
kind in our old age, and we ask Him and plead, but how 
can we if we do not make some effort to do what we can to 
brighten the lives of others who are already there. 

“I once heard a young child singing the lovely number 
used in most of the Sunday schools, ‘Give of Your Best to the 
Master,’ only she sang it, ‘Give of Yourself to the Master.’ 
After all, it is one and the same thing.” 


Most Favored of Flowers 


Another lovely one came from Mrs. J. L. Sanders, inclosing 
a tribute to zinnias, written by her mother, Maggie Orr Mitchell, 
in 1892 in memory of a baby who died at the age of two years: 


“Oh, fading zinnia of the flower garden ... poor old maid 
about to die ... to thee I come in my sorrow. Though 
nipped with frost and grimy with dust, to me thou art blessed 
among flowers. For didst thou not delight the heart of my 
little one now immortal? Yea, many times thou hast felt the 
clasp of her dainty fingers! Often hast thou surveyed thy 
prim particular petals in the mirror of her dark and lus- 
trous eyes! 

“Did thy lack of her perfect grace, I wonder, cause one 
pang of envy to stir thy spinster heart? Nay, brave and 
cheery sister, I will not wrong thee. I know thou couldst 
but rejoice in every charm of that dainty beauty. Dost thou 
not remember every curl of those waving tresses? 

“Surely God, in numbering the hairs of the heads of his 
saints, will not find any more precious than hers. 

“Oh, Zinnia, most favored of flowers, thou hast tasted 
the sweetness of her innocent lips ... canst thou not drink 
with me this bitter cup? Yet, grieve not, but in the bosom 
of earth, rest thee, rest thee, for God hast blest. Thou wilt 
bloom again! She will rise again! And again this mother’s 
heart will rejoice when I shall see my little one immortal!”

Stamps could be the keystone of a new 
system of education. To be a No. 1 stamp 
collector you’ve got to know reading, 

writing, arithmetic, geography, history, science, govern- 
ment, and heaven knows what else! 


I gathered this from frequent 
visits to the Stamp Exposition 
going on in Brussels. Before this 
event which celebrates the cen- 
tennial of stamp using in Bel- 
gium I thought all you had to 
do was to buy, get your friends 
to send you stamps, look into a 
catalog, order; or purchase at a 
souvenir store. Perhaps other 
women like me made John H. 
Smith declare: ‘““‘Women are not 
fit by nature to be stamp col- 
lectors. They have insufficient 
imagination, lack of instinct for 
collecting, and little aptitude for 
reflection.” 

Nevertheless, Mr. Smith, in 

Switzerland Elise Tobler was 

the first stamp collector and 

did well at it. Documents 

prove it. On hand is a letter 

she wrote about it in 1854. 

The Exposition is taking place 
at the Beaux Arts in many huge 
halls with rows and rows and 
rows of large framed glass be- 
hind which are the jewels of 
the stamp world, rich treasures 
in rare and important stamps. 
Worth a billion francs. King 
George VI’s exhibit is insured 
for over a million—and remem- 
ber there are only 43.70 francs 
to a dollar.

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EMORY WORKSHOP PROJECT 


DeKalb Teachers Seek Reason 
_ For ‘Slow Learning’ at School 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


Thirty-five enterprising DeKalb County teachers are conducting an exhaustive re- 
search project on a question close to the hearts of parents and teachers alike: “Why does 
Johnny lag behind in school?” 


There is, they say, no one an- 
Swer to the retardation prob- 
lem which affects “directly or 
indirectly” all children. 

But the teachers, making their 
survey and study at the Emory 
University Teachers Workshop, 
have established various specific 
causes: 

1, Johnny may have some 
health deterrent such as poor 
vision or partial deafness. 

2. Johnny’s interest may not 
be sufficiently aroused. 

3. Johnny may be compared 
with Tommy—not judged on the 
basis of his own ability. 

4. Johnny’s teacher may ac- 
centuate the negative — citing 
things he ¢an’t do rather than 
Ways he can progress. 

- 9. Johnny’s parents may not 
prepare’ him psychologically 
for school. 

These and other reasons for 
retardation will be compiled in 
a comprehensive report along 
with specific recommendations. 
It will be the first such report 
on retardation of children ever 
made locally. And it will be 
submitted July 20 to the De- 
Kalb County School System “for

action in the next school year. 

The teachers, who have been 
making the study for the past 
five weeks, are working under 
the supervision of Dr. John I. 
Goodlad, Associate Professor of 
Education at Emory University. 
The study was instigated by J. 
D. Cherry, Superintendent of 
DeKalb Schools, because he rec- 
ognized the gravity of the re- 
tardation problem. 

Dr. Goodlad pointed out that 
about 10 percent of elementary 
schoo! children are forced to re- 
peat a grade every year. In the 
first grade, the proportion of 
repeaters may be as high as 30 
percent. 

But “retarded” children, he 
explained, are mot only those 
who are over age for their 
grades-a~but also youngsters 
who are not fulfilling their men- 
tal capacity. 

The teachers have divided 
themselves into five committees 
dealing with the following sub- 
jects: health, intelligence tests, 
parents and the home, pupil in- 
terest and report cards.
